HAJDUK-SPLIT 
SOCCER CLUB

ajduk-Split is one of the 


most famous European Soccer 
Clubs, as well as being the 
oldest club in the Yugoslav 
First Division, having won the 
National Championship in the 


following years: 1927, 1929, 
1950, 1952, 1955, 1971, 1974, 
1975 and 1979. 

They have also been the 
cup winners on seven 
occasions: in 1967, 1972, 1974, 
1975, 1976, 1984 and in 1986. 

Hajduk has during its 
career toured all five 
continents and has played 
matches in most of the 
countries in the world. This 
will also be their second tour 
of Australia. 

They had previously 
toured Australia in 1949 where 
they played the Australian 
National team as well as State 
Representative teams. Their 
record on this tour was 
impeccable. From a total of 21 
games played, they had won 
19, drawn 1 and lost 1, with a 
total goal score of 121 goals.

During this tour they had 
played the Australian 
Representative team on seven 
occasions, with the following 
results: 


In Sydney: 4-2 
In Melbourne: 3-0 
In Adelaide: 6-0 
In Brisbane: 6-3 
In Newcastle: 1-2 
In Sydney: 3-2 
In Sydney: 1-0 


Hajduk is affectionately 
known as “‘Bijeli’’ (Whites). 
They have been the darlings 
of soccer fans throughout the 
country, because they 
originate from the small city 
of Split, which is on the 
Adriatic Coast. The other big 
teams in the First Division 
come from cities with 
populations of over 1.5 
million. Regardless of this fact 
they have been able to 
produce players of such an 
international calibre as Bernard 
Vukas and Vladimir Beara, 
who represented the “Rest of 
the World” with many more 
international class players, like 
Dragan Holcer, Jurica Jerkovic, 


Ivica Surjak, Ivan Buljan, Luke 
Peruzovic, Vedran Rozic and 
others. 


The present Hajduk squad 
has two players in the National 
team, to be contesting the 
World Cup in Rome of this 
year. These players are Robert 
Jarmi and Alen Boksic, who 
unfortunately are unable to 
tour Australia due to their 
obligations to the World Cup. 


The present squad is 
regarded as the most talented 
out-fit in Europe. It is 
expected that they will 
dominate the local 
competition for many years. 
Those players who guarantee 
the prosperous future for 
Hajduk are Goran Vucevic, 
midfielder, who has already 
represented Yugoslavia, Damir 
Jurkovic, under 23 national 
representative, Josko Jelicic, 
also U/23 national 
representative, Marko Mihic, 
striker, representative of the 
1988 Olympic team, and Igor 
Stimac, midfielder, the current 
U/24 national representative. 


Hajduk Split had 
constantly placed itself and 
participated in the European 
Cups up until 1987, when the 
infamous incident occurred at 
the Poljud Stadium in the 
game against Marseille, France, 
when an irresponsible 
spectator released tear gas into 


the stadium, and the game had 


to be abandoned. The club 
was banned for three years 
from playing in the European 
Cups as a consequence. 
However, this year, having 
finished third in the First 
Division, they have served 
their suspension, and by 
finishing second in the Cup 
they have qualified for next 


year’s Cup Winner’s Cup. 


The majority of the 
present squad are local 
players, including the technical 
committee: Technical director 
— Jure Jerkovic, who was 
capped 35 times for 
Yugoslavia and was Hajduk 
captain for many years, as well 
as the coach, Luka Peruzovic, 
who also represented 
Yugoslavia many times. 


The Australian soccer 
public is very fortunate to be 
able to see such a fine team. 
The Australian National team 
will benefit greatly from this 
opportunity of playing against 
a team of the calibre of 
Hajduk-Split.

DO YOU KNOW THE RULES? 


The Referee has extended time to allow a penalty- 
kick to be taken. If the ball rebounds from the 
goalkeeper to the kicker, who scores, will the goal 
be allowed? 


No. The game ends the moment the goalkeeper prevents 
the ball from entering the goal. 


From an indirect free-kick the ball strikes the 
crossbar, hits the goalkeeper and bounces over the 
goal-line. Would this be a goal? 


Yes, because the ball was last played by a player other 
than the kicker before it entered the goal.

If the ball is about to enter the goal but is deflected 
by a dog (or spectator) can the Referee award a = 
goal? 


No. The Referee must restart the game by dropping the 
ball at the place where the interference occurred. 


Would a goal be scored if a goalkeeper, standing in 
his own penalty-area, throws the ball with the aid 

of a strong wind, into his opponents’ goal without 

any other player touching the ball? 


Yes. This is the only way in which an attacking player can 
score by the use of the hands. 
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
